The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of pending 
claims 9-16: the prior art does not show or teach the sensor circuit wherein the 
comparator effects the switchover of the first and second set of two specified voltages 
and providing the output signal in the manner as recited in the claims and in 
combination with the other features of the claims.
